But this June saw a significant 
lbs publication of a terrific new book which (inside sources tell me) 
cerealogy is desperately hoping to wish into oblivion. Ha waver^ I suspect^ 
EKJEt of its practitioners will find this all hu£ Impassible to Jive with or 
to live down. It is Important enough to vmrrant extensive editorial cogent. 

I once called Jim Schnabel the “Lex Luther* of the crop circle 
world* wtiert discussing hie Involvement In the now lofsoioue * Swatigalet* phone 
cell deceptions, hln media exposure of hoaxing teams or even his own 
effor18* winning single-handedly the second prlxe in the * hoax a pictogram' 
competition la&t suamr^ He has by now upset most fellow researchers tuhlch 
makes a change as I usually corner that market)« We all knew his book was 
coming for some months now* but how would it handle a field dominated by 
ever expanding circle shapes desperately struggling to keep pace with the 
rapidly Inflating egos of those who chase blindly after thes? 

Veil*now you can find out,because 'Round In Circles' la here CHamlsh 
Uautlltan* 294 pp hardback, priced at £16.99J- There Is Hhtle proupect that 
It will win Warm admirers in the crop circle world, but those less chained 
to the sinking ship of cereology might correctly Judge thla a classic. 

Firstly, let me make clear ' fiound In Circles* Is not. Unl ike every 

other book written on the subject so far - from polar opposites like 
'Circular Evidence* to *A Kysiery Solved* - this Is In no on attempt 

to answer what the circles are. nor. despite media pronouncetbunts to the 
contrary, to explain them all away as trickery. From talking to its author I 
suspect he Is hlmseir probably not fully convinced they ore all fakes , but 
you would be forgiven for assuming that he does think that as he says 
little here to leave much of an alternatlve, Ttiat was UlsoppoiriiIng. 

However, having said that It was probably on inevitable consequejice of 
what the book sets out to do - explore clrcle-wotcJierH rather than 
circles.lt Is devastatlngly witty and often an hllariouB InsldurG look at 
the cereology movenk^nt ^ a sociologists dream coBcbe true, as Crop Watcher 
reader and UFO investigator Roy Sandhach called it In a recent note to me. 

All the names with which you are familiar, from Colin Andrews and Pat 
Delgado to Terence Headen and George Wingfield are here, as are *Headenltes* 
(a tern conjuring up Images of feuding tribes) such as Ian Mrxygiod, Paul 
Fuller and. to a small extent, myself, We are players In Qome comic 
tragedy*The story unfolds across a decade of time and Schnabel second 
guesses j&otlves and recreates events and Csometimes) conversations as If 
scripting a play. Indeed, that is how the book works most effectively - It is 
virtually 'Crop Watcher: The Movie' told on the canvas of the big page. 

I neon here that Paul Fuller's magazine (quite uncharitably dismissed 
by Schnabel as having Just 60 readers - when Its rather more than that!) 
has become the whipping boy of cereology for its tine ompro ml sing at locks 
against the bizarre excesses of the field. I happen to believe this has been 
essential, which Is why I hove stood by the one source of real inforiiation 
readily available on a regular basis, despite its hard-bitten and outspoken 
stancOnEqually, it was this persunallsailon that set many against both 
'Controversy of the Circles' fin ISflS) and 'Crop ClrcleB: A Mystery Solved* 
a year later. The latter. Incidentally, becoz*es the first circle book to he 
semi-re vised and re-publlshed post Doug and Dave, wtiert it appears In 
paperback In August, But If you hoted our *tell It like It was* approach In 
these books, you will doubly hate what this American Journalist has done in 
'Round in Circles',But If you respect what we did, you'11 really love this! 
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I auppoee Paul and I cmn afford to be quite na^nanlDous ae coma out 
of the book relatively Intact, aa does Ian Ifrzyglod, whose original research 
In 1960 created cereology, despite contrary pronounceRtents by those who have 
since laid claliA to that title. In truth, we escape to sose extent because we 
figure so little - and given wre words I dare say we night have had some 
ccme-uppafice due. But the sane cannot be said for virtually everyone else ^ 
Including Terence Meaden, who really does not com through smelling just of 
roses, at Least as he ts pictured here. However, his probleios pale Into 
nothing when compared with the liKtge incited of Andrews, Delgado, Wingfield 
and the fflors esoteric style cereologlBtB. How accurate the frequently 
destructive word-pictures are when talking about these people I cannot 
say, as I do not know then well'enough to Judge, but they will be far from 
happy and we may even hear the sound of rubbing hands from lawyers offices. 

Schnabel recreates conversations In pubs and the middle of 
circles^paints images of seancee and squabbles and belittles subtly with 
the concealed artistry of a poisonous snake. He sneaks up on hts 
vlctljns, cat chlng them unawares. You suspect he has entered the hallowed 
world of cereology, befriended nany and (in sow eyes> will have betrayed 
them through this book. Most reviewers Imagine him an unbeliever pretending 
to be a convert, being thus invited to Join the chosen few and, taking 
careful notes as he goes along, revealing the terrible truth through his 
writing. He was a spy,in effect.The conspiracy theorists that dominate the 
field will love that metaphor, but I ihii^ It is way too slmpllstic« I was In 
little doubt that Jim Schnabel's three years in cereology Cfrom 1969> were 
spent prinarily as a Journalist after a good story; al 1 beit one with soao 
genuine Interest in the subject he was researching. From what I hanrdt most 
others also worked this out soon enough^ so they should remember that fact 
before bleating about being conned by a demon dressed as a Iamb. 

I have to say that the parts of the story 1 saw first hand are 
portrayed on the whole accurately. The coverage of the genesis of the 
Mowing Devil story, for instance, is told correctly here for the first 
time. It has been misrepresented several timse In other books and magazines. 

But there are errore. For instance, Cp. 123) he says that I phoned up the 
Gloria Kunnlford show to spar with Colin Andrews. In fact,Gloria Hannirord*s 
show invited me on and, whilst tru^ that I was not In the studio with 
Andrews It was nonetheless not a case of my phoning the show or an impulse 
to attack hXnuiatsr Cp. Z21) Schnabel also says that Terence Meaden was the 
'designated Judge* In the Sunday Klrror competl tlon. In fact there were four 
Judges, myself Includudf idto were all sent the complete dossier of hundreds 
of entries. 'Crop Watcher’ has published quite a lot of this material and 
some of the eyewitness accounts, eg the 'solid tube' ca&e from Kent 
tfeatured In TCW and also ifi the new edition of ’Crop Circles*) was 
followed up by us and is better evidence than here cited by Jim Schnabel. 

Equallyi Schnabel might have noted that I tried to persuade the Mirror 
to pay up to entrants under the terms of their competition for the best 
theory, hoax and eyewitness evidence.They refused, which probably explains 
why my fnot exactly pralBe-fllled) quotes about the way they ron the 
competition (see HUN 15+) did not feature In the summing-up, alongside the 
quotes from other Judges such as Terence Headen and Archie Ray which did. 

These are all minor mtters. But there was more that I thought the 
author should hove expanded on. For Instance, he creates the cleor ImpreSBlon 
that all ’Headenlies* tried to accomodate plctograms Into the vortex theory 
until forced not toby the Doug and Dove admlsGlons in 1991. This Is simply 
not the case, as *A Mystery Solved' and NUN articles In 1990—91 both show. 
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Sodly^'A Mystery Solved*, which {perhaps egatistically) I think Ehould 
have been discussed Is all but ignored by the author. He telle ae this was 
an oversight edited out when the jaonuscrlpt was cut down. He proalses to 
correct It at paperback stage. Nobody can foult such Integrity, but I do 
consider It Imporiani that readers know there were cereoIoglstB who said 
that the plctograms were f&ke and insisted well before Doug and Dave made 
thent do &0 that there were fewer real circles than jupstplfeaden Included, 
ware willing to admit (and, indeed, these left were only the sinple aneslt 

For now readers get the false Impression that everyone fell Into the 
hoaxers trap and nobody argued rationally. I h*ve seen reviewers of this 
book talking of silly UFO buffs,now with egg on their faces, when. In fact,it 
was some of those self saioe nutty UFOlogists who saw the truth but wre 
ridiculed and Ignored by the media for saying so. 1 believe that the record 
deserved to be set straight on this critical point as inony historical 
sources will Judge the crop circle affair from Jim Schnabel* s book and Its 
failure to nientlon these important facts is (for meJ Its Worst error. 

It should not be forgntten that In 1936, when BUFORA brought together 
In London (for the first and last tine), Delgado, Meaden. Fuller, etc, 
{now, Schnabel reveals, Andrews was also la the audience - and, Doug and Dave 
tell us, they were there tool) this amazing gathering to debate the circles 
In a world without loass publicity and before all circle books, societies and 
inagazlnes began, reached a dramatic outcome. The audience, largely made up of 
committed UFOlogists, spilt pretty evenly between weather effect b and 
hoaxing as the cause.Hardly anyone supported the then embryonic ideas of 
unknown Intelligences or weird f orces. Schnabel oientlons the meeting, but not 
Its outcome, and this also does UFOlogy a slight tUs-servlce, In my opinion. 

True, there were many people saying daft things during the decade of 
cereology. I applaud the reporting of all of that^ But It should have been 
tempered with a clearer awareness that there were serious UFOloglsts who 
were not doing this. The author argues strongly In the early years, but from 
19B6 onwards loses the thread to focus on the "Juicy* bits Ceg the battles 
between Andrews/Delgado, tflngf ield and Heoden).There is virtually no hint 
that UFOIogists (eg from SUFORA or In sources llko NUN and UFO Brlgantla) 
kept plugging Bwny at the fantasies and speaking out, to a chorus of 
ridicule, against excessive theories and to demand more moderate approaches. 
1 feel the author has rather let serious UFOloglsts down by this silence* 

I hate quibbling, but it Is not nit-picking. For In general I can offer 
nothing but total praise for on outstanding book. As a terrific read it says 
9 lot that others probably would have liked to have said (but would never 
dare). Indeed it performs open heart surgery on the cereology move^aent. 

Whether the patient will survive remains to be seen. I think It will, 
because there Is (and always has been) a smII, nstorally Induced, "real" 
phenomenon. It was simply lost amidst a tidal wave of fantastic hoaxing and 
fantasy raongeirlng. I believe this Is supported hy strong evidence and 
UFOlogy must establish this as fact* But we did deserve a bit mre help* 

Meantime, be warned,Xlm Schnabel has already written his Eequel - and 
that will lay bare the alien abduction field. Sozae researchers may want to 
make arrangements to be out of the country when that appears next sumioer!

But 
you only need to read the TCW 16 editorial about the (reportedly now 
departed) editor John Michell's extroordlnory claim® that THEY 'pioneered' 
hoax theory when, it Is also absurdly alleged, TCW, Paul Fuller and I doggedly 
wrote only of vortices, to see that something is deeply awry soMwhere. 

Almost every Issue of TCW, from day one In mid 1990, has carried hoax 
exposes and discussion. Many Cerealogist readers will not realise this, of 
coiirRe, hut rmnmftntntnrR and magazine reviewers who see both Journals must 
and,If integrity means anything to them, should now speak out against this

She was staying at Grimdlsburghi 2 niles north west, in a family 
bungalow and was awoken by o bright light that ehe took to be a star in the 
SE (le towards RendleEhan Forest — 5 miles or so away)..For 2 hours she 
watched various activities going on. Involving this light and other objects 
- Bust notably a disc like mass with a flat base and a dark Inverted saucer 
studded with many bright lights on the bass* There were also countless 
strobe like flashes In the sky.

In conclusion one object moved away towards Ipswich and another 
vert Ically.

On 16 January 1993 Mr P* a gardening contractor, observed a UFO whilet 
walking hls dog at 22*00 at Tnysddu north of Cardiff. He described It as a 
big orange round glow that moved slightly one way around Wattsvllle 
Mountain, then seemed to circle back. He reported it to the police who 
investigated but Found no explanotlon. However, this was merely the start* 

Exactly 7 days iaterrat the sojae time, Hrs B from Wattsvlllo spotted a 
bright red light flooding through the curtains. Her husband and eon saw it 
too. It did exactly the sfune slight circuit os the object seen by Mr P but 
WBE reported by Hrs fl after he had told police hut before the press 
recounted his story*So the two events were fully independents 

More witnesses came forward. Including a woman from RIecs who saw it on 
the saine night ns Mr P but an hour later, saying it havered by the mountain 
for a long tiaie. These sightings formed the backdrop to what was to come. 

A retired gas fltter^lfr C* spott^sd a brilliant light over 
Croesycelllog* Cwmbran with neighbours on 3 March, around 13* 30* Tlie 
following night he was ready whert It came back. He took 30 minutes of film 
with his video camera, enlarging 36 times and offering proof of the weeks of 
UFO activity to the startled Gwent police*They admitted being 'amazed*' The 
video clearly showed a huge hovering light C*llke looking at a car 
headlight on full beam') ojtd at one point an aircraft passed in front.

We all saw the UFO gazing down at 
ue f rom above and I recall saying, in words that eecm a bit eerie now, " J can 
tell you that Eaneonef somewhere will be reporting that thing as a UFO right 
now. “ The sian from LWT laughed. Everyone knows what It is, he commented* 

Fortunately^Leyton tfllllans-Davles, now of BUFORA, was contacted by 
Gwent police Imnediately and quickly realised what <surely> most of you 
have figured out by now* These UFOs were Just bright spot tings of venus* Ffe 
told police, witnesses, iiiedla, etc, but they carried the etory anyway.
